It was, doubtleſs, a Matter of the great- 
eſt Conſequence to perpetuate the Remem- 
brance of the Creation in the firſt Ages of 
the World; the Creation, and Deliverance 
from Egyptian Bondage in the middle Ages;

As this is the moſt reaſonable Service, and 
the moſt proper Employment for: the Day 
ſo is it that Service which has been practiſed 
in all Ages.

And tho', under the milder Diſp ſation of 
the Goſpel, the Profanation of the Lords 
Day was not puniſh'd as a Capital Offence z _ 
yet we have as ſtrong, if not ſtronger Rea- 
ſons for the Qbſervance of our Holy Day, 
than the Jes had for theirs. For the God 
ve worſhip is the ſame. And if they ob- 
ſerve their Sabbath, or ſeventh Day, as an Ac- 
knowledgment of God the Creator; and as a 
KRNemembrance of their Freedom from Egyp- 
lian Bondage; we Chriſtians own ftill a greater 
Deliverance z namely, That from Sin and 
Satan, wrought. by a greater Redeemer than 
Moſes, even the Bleſſed Feſus, whoſe Reſur- 
rection and our Redemption, by virtue of his 
Merits, were perform'd on the Lord's Day. 
Now as theſe Things are ſo; let us reſolve 
to manage. God's Time, and diſcharge his 
Buſineſs on his own Day, with as much Care 
and Diligence as we do our own on the other 
Six; let us, with the P/almſt, love th: Ha- 
bitation of God's Heuſe, and the Place where his 
Honour dwelleth.

” H N the * Evas die (ſo called from 
the Greek Term . 2m ]Jthe Meſſen- 
ger of glad Tidings) was a Galilean by Birth, 
the Son of Zebedee and Salome, the younger 
Brother of James, but not of him that was ſur- 
named the Ju, and who was the Brother of 
our Lord. His Brother James and He, were 
ſurnamed by Jeſus, the Sons of Thunder, mean- 
ing principal Miniſters of the Goſpel, and 
John was moſt beloved by him of all his 
Diſciples. After ſtaying ſome Time with 
the Virgin Mary in his Houſe at Feru/alem, to 
whoſe Care ſhe was committed by our Savi- 
our, probably till ſhe dyed, he travelled to 
preach the Goſpel in fa, and ſome ſay was 
accompanied by the Virgin as far as Epbeſas. 
But however this be, the beſt Writers allow, 
that he preached | in Alia Minor, and was pro- 
bably the Founder of the ſeven Churches, 
Epheſus, 8 , &c. mentioned in his Abo- 
calypſe. From Epheſus he was carried Priſo- 
ner to Rome, upon account of the Doctrine 
that he taught. There he was condemned, 
to be thrown into a Cauldron of boiling : Oil, 
but being miraculouſly preſerved, he came out 
of it alive. After this, he was baniſhed into 
the Iſle of Paimes, where he wrote his Rege 
lations ; and being; recalled from his: Baniih-! 
ment by the Emperor Nero, he returned to 
Epheſus; where he rechimed:;a young Man, 
his former Convert, relapſed into a E101 UTR;

| Epictles againſt the Scliſdian Doctrine of be- 


10S rightcous by a Faith, which is not fruitful

Sins, and againſt thoſe Deceivers, Antichriſts, 


and falſe Prophets, which were then among 
them, and to engage them, to continue ſted- 
faſt in the Faith, that Jeſus was the Chris, 
the Son of God. Laſt of all, he wrote ſhis 
Goſpel, to ſupply the Omiſſions of the other 
Evangeliſts, ſome few Years before his Death. 
He ſurvived till the Reign of Trajan, and died 
above ninety Years of Age. | 
2. All the Fathers of the fourth and fifth 
Century agree, that St. John wrote his Goſ- 
pel either in the Ifle.of Patmes, or after his 
Return from it, hen he was ninety, or an 


hundred Years of Age. And'if ſo, he muſt 
have wrote it ſome conſiderable Time after 
the Deſtruction of Feruſalem. 


3. Touching the Occaſion. of his writing 
it, St. Jerome, having told us, that St. John

T. Paul is not „ as the 
other Apoſtles are, by his Death or 
Martyrdom, but by his Canverſion; becauſe, 
as it was wonderful in itſelf; ſo it was 
highly beneficial to the Church of Chriſt. 
For whilſt the other Apoſtles had their particu · 
lar Provinces, he had tbe Care of all the Churches, 
and by his indefatigable Labours contributed 
very much to the Propagation of the Goſpel 
throughout the World. _ 

2. This great Apoſtle was ins at T arſus, 
the chief City of Cilicia, a Place remarkable 
for. Trade, and where Learning and good 
Arts likewiſe eminently flouriſned. And as 
his being a Native of this did not entitle him 
to the Privilege of a Roman, it is moſt pro- 
bable, that One of. St. Paul's Anceſtors had 
the Right of the Roman City given him in 
the Civil Wars either between Cæſar and 
Pompey, or Anthony and Auguſtus ; at which 
Time the Aſſiſtants who had done the Con- 
queror any conſiderable Services were OAT, 
ed with this Privilege. 

Having laid a Foundation of human Lhe 
terature at Tarſus, he travelled to Feruſalem, 
to ſtudy the Few/h Divinity, under the Di- 


rection of Gamaliel, one of the moſt cele- 


brated Rabbies of that Age. 

He joined himſelf after this to the rigid 
Sect of the Phariſees, remarkable for their 
ee T9 0 , E 4 PE.

The Old Romans having but ten Months 
in their Year, had not this named among 
them; but in the Reign of Numa Pempilius 
their Calendar was 8 and this Month 
was inſerted with 28 Days for its Extent. 
In this Month they ſacrificed to the Infer- 
nal Gods, and called it ſo from Februa, the 
pretended Deity that preſided over Purifica- 
tions. — Others imagine it derived its Name 
from Juno, called Februa, or Februalis; be- 
cauſe the Lupercalia were then ſolemnized i in 
Honour of that Goddeſs. 
(5) It is well known, that the antient Ju- 
lian Year conſiſted of 365 Days, and almoſt 
ſix Hours; but becauſe of the Inconvenience 
of inſerting of fix Hours at the End of every 
Year, they were ordered to be reſerved to the 
End of four Years, at which Time they a- 
mounted to a. whole Day, and-were then to 
be. inſerted. at the 24th. of February.

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n ſtudied the Canon Law ſeven Years, 
he became public Reader of the ſame. Be- 


ing returned home he was, in the Vacancy.of 


the See of Cbicheſter, choſen; by that Chap» 
ter; but meeting with Oppoſition from the 

King (he having nominated another) Richard 
appealed to Rome, anf-had his Election con- 


ſrmed by, the Pope, who conſecrated. him 


alſo at Lyons in the Year 1245., Tho he was 
much reverenced for his great Learning and 
Diligence in Preaching, yet he was much more 
ſo for his Integrity o Life and Converſation. 
About ſeven or eight Years after his Death, 
he was canonized for a Saint by EOS, Urlas. 
AE 1261, Fo 
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St. Ambroſe, was born about the _ 
340. His Father was Pretarian, Prefe of 
64% in whoſe Palace our Saint was edu- 
cated. After his F ather's Death, he went 
with his Mother to Rome, where he ſtudied 
the Laws, practiſed as Advocate, and was 
Governor of Milan, and the adjacent Cities. 
Upon the Death of Auxentins, Biſhop of Milang. 
he was unanimouſly ſubſtituted in his Place, 
tho? . he uſed his 4 5 Endeavours to a- 
void that Burden. . He, governed that See, 
however, with great Piety and Vigilance for 
above 20 Years fucceſſively, during which 
Time, he gave away all his Money to. pious 
Uſes, and ſettled. the Reverſion of his Ef- 
tate upon de Church.

He was firk 
Abbot of Bath, then Biſhop of Wincbeſter, in 
the Year 984, and twelve Years after, Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury. However, in the Year 
1012, the Danes being diſappointed of 1 
certain Tribute which they claimed 'as due 
to them, they fell upon Canterbury, and burnt 
both the City and Church. Nine Parts in.

Sword, and after ſeven. Months. miſerable 
Impriſonment, ſtoned the good Archbiſhop 
to Death at Greenwich. who was thereupon. 
canonized for a Saint; and a. Martyr, and had

he never went-out of it. However, it is allow- 
ed, that he would not quit it for any Preferment 
at Rome, to which the Pope had often invited 


him. As to the Title of Venerable, by which 


he was diſtinguiſhed, he juſtly procured. it by 
his profound Learning and unaffected Piety, 
and not by an idle Tradition, that it was given

It muſt be obſerved, that Bartholomew 
is Lr a proper Name, dut is nothing more 
than the Son of Zolmai or Tolomæus, the

4. This St. Bartholomew is recorded by the 
Antients to have preached the Goſpel in Ar- 
menia the Greater, and to have converted the 
Lycaomians to the Chriſtian Faith.

Eunercbus, otherwiſe. called Evortins, was 
Biſhop of Orkans in France, and was preſent 
at the "Council of Valertia, A.D.'375.

Circumſtances of his Election to this See 

were looked upon as miraculous, and prin- 

cipally aſcribed to a Dove alighting upon his 

Head, upon the Prayers of the Electors. Di- 

vers other miraculous Effects of his own Pray- 

ers are attributed to him; ſuch as the extin- 
guiſhing of a Fire in the City almoſt inſtan- 
taneouſly ; the finding a large Pot of Gold,

This Cyprian,, 3 is not che ſame 
| Saint as is NOW, commemorated on this Day 
in the Romiſb Calendar, but another Cyprian 
of Antioch, who of a Conjuror was made a 
Chriſtian, and afterwards a Deacon and Martyr. 
The Caſe was this. He happened to fall in 
Love with one Juſtina, a beautiful young 
Chriſtian, and endeavouring to debauch her 
without Succeſs, he conſulted the Devil upon 
the Matter, who very ingenuouſly confeſſed 
he had no Power over a Chriſtian. Cyprian, 
diſguſted at his Maſter's. Anſwer, quitted his. 
Service, and turned Chriſtian. As ſoon, how- | 

ever, as this Story was known, both he and 
Juſtina were accu: ſed before the Heathen Go- 
vernor, Who condemned them to be fried to- 
gether in a large Frying- pan, with Pitch and 
Fat, in order to compel them to renounce 
their Religion, which notwithſtanding they 
peremptor y refuſed. After their Tortures, 
they were beheaded, and their Bodies thrown 
away unburied, till a kind Mariner took them 
up, and conveyed them to Rome, where their 
Remains were depoſited in the Church of 
Conſtantine.

Being a 
Youth of pregnant Parts, he was ſent to 
Rome, where he ſtudied Rhetoric, &c. under 
Donatus and Victorinus, two famous Latin Cri- 
ticks. There he found Intereſt to be em- 
ployed as Secretary to Pope Camaſus, and 
was afterwards baptized. After that he de- 
voted his Time to the Study of Divinity, 
with thoſe celebrated Theologiſts, Gregory 
Nazianzen, Epiphanius, and Dydimus. And, in 
order to compleat. his Studies in that Branch, 


he applied his Mind very cloſely to the Hebrew 


Tongue, in which he was inſtructed by the 
then "celebrated Barraban, a Fewiſh Rabbi. 
He ſpent moſt of his Time afterwards in a. 


Monaſtery at Bethlehem ; in which ſolitary 


Place he tranſlated the Bible. He died in 
che eightieth Year of his Age, A. D. 422.

Britius, or St. Brice, was Succeſſor to St. 

About 
the Year 432, an unlucky Accident befel | 
him; for his Laundreſs proving with Child, 
the uncharitable Inhabitants of the Town fa- 
thered it upon Brice. When the Child was 
born, the headſtrong Populace were ſo in- 
cenſed againſt their Biſhop, that they were 
ready to ſtone him. The Biſhop, however. 
conſcious of his own Innocence, boldly or- 
dered the Infant to be brought before him; 
and, before a numerous Throng of Witneſſes, 
adjured the Child, who was then but about a 
Month, old, by Je/#s, the Son of the living 
God, to tell him who was his real Father, 
The Babe inſtantly declared, with an. audible 
and diſtin&t Voice, You are not my Father, 
This miraculous Circumſtance, however, ra- 
ther inflamed than appeaſed the Vulgar, and 
made what was bad enough for Brice before, 
much worſe ; for thereupon they charged 
him with Sorcery, as well as Fornication. At. 
laſt, being driven by. Violence out of the City. 
he appealed to Rome for Redreſs; and after a 
ſeven Years. Suit, if we may give Credit ta 
_ Gregory Turonen/is, who was his Succeſſor, 
he recovered his Biſhoprick again.
